REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Applicants originally submitted Claims 1-64 in the application. The Examiner has 
indicated that Claims 1-16 and 33-64 have been allowed. To expedite issuance, the Applicants have 
canceled Claims 17-32 without prejudice or disclaimer. No other claims have been amended, 
canceled or added. Accordingly, Claims 1-16 and 33-64 are currently pending in the application. 

I. Rejection of Claims 17-18, 20, 23-26, 28-29 and 31-32 under 35 U.S.C. §102 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 17-18, 20, 23-26, 28-29 and 31-32 under 35 U.S.C. 
§102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application No. 2003/0086541 by Brown, et al The 
rejection, however, is now moot since Claims 17-18, 20, 23-26, 28-29 and 31-32 have been 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request the 
Examiner to withdraw the §102 rejection and allow issuance of the pending claims. 

II. Rejection of Claims 19, 21-22, 27 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. §103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 19, 21-22, 27 and 30 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Brown. The rejection, however, is now moot since Claims 19, 21-22, 27 
and 30 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, the Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw the § 1 03 rejection and allow issuance of the pending 
claims.
